French fleet was devastated 
by Ottoman shells and mines 
that sank three battleships 
and claimed 700 lives. 


'4 ^ March 18 — the day 
JL^ the Turkish guns and 
mines repelled the naval 
invasion — is to this day 
celebrated as a source of 
national pride in Turkey. 


B The original Gallipoli 
plan said the peninsula 
would be taken in 11 days. 
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HQ circulated their final 
assessment of the Gallipoli 
campaign’s likely trajectory:

JL / of Digger, believes the 
word originated with an 
unknown clerk shortening 
“Australian and New Zealand 
Army Corps” stamped on 
supplies to “Anzac” in 
telegrams. In any case, 
they helped namea legend. 


1 Q Although the acronym 
JLO highlighted Australia 
and New Zealand, ANZAC 
included officers from 
Britain, Ireland, India, 

Ceylon, the Pacific 
islands and Jerusalem. 

'4 After waking up and 
JL X having a feed at 1am, 
the plan was for 4000 Anzacs 
to go ashore in two waves, the 
first of 1500, the second of 
2500, taken to the beaches 
by steamboats pulling small 
tows and lifeboats. 


Bean gives the time 
of first landing as 
4.53am. The 12th Battalion’s 
war diary puts it as early 
as 4.10am. 


the Gallipoli landing isthat 
troops went ashore at the 
wrong place because of the 
currents. In fact, there is no 
current at Anzac Cove. 
Historian Tom Frame told the 
AWM Gallipoli conference in 
March that Anzacs landed in 
the wrong place because the 
Royal Navy received 
incorrect charts. 


As Aussies landed at 
Gallipoli, Australian 
civilians didn’t have a clue 
what was going on. On 
Monday, April 26, 1915, 
Australian newspapers 
were filled with accounts of 
German asphyxiating bombs 
being used at Ypres, Belgium. 
By then 620 Australians had 
already died at Gallipoli.

was Captain Joseph 
Peter Lalor of the 
12th Battalion. He 
was the grandson 
of Peter Lalor, who 
led the original 
Diggers at the 
Eureka Stockade

Duncan Chapman 
^JL ofthe 9th Battalion 
claimed in a June 24, 1915 
letter that he’d been in the 
bow of the first boat to land 
and thus had been the first 
Anzac ashore. While Bean 
supported his claim, it’s hard 
to be certain as there were so 
many boats landing up and 
down the shore in darkness. 


One of the most 
enduring myths about 
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On April 25, Aussie 
submarine AE2 was 
the first to penetrate the 
minefields and currents of 
the Dardanelles. Over the 
next five days, under the 
command of Henry Stoker, 
with orders to “generally 
run amok”, the AE2 
torpedoed a Turkish 
gunboat before taking 
enemy fire and being 
evacuated and scuttled. 



Of the 
703 


men of the 11th 
Battalion, AIF, 
who famously 
posed on the 
Great Pyramid 
of Cheops in 
Egypt, 64 would 
be killed on 


April 25, 1915, 
alone. Only 13 
ofthe men have 
known graves. 


Australians didn’t 
know about the 
Gallipoli campaign until 
May 8, 1915, when a British 
reporter’s account was 
published in morning 
newspapers. His article 
about the landing reported: 
“The Australians, who were 
about to go into action for 
the first time in trying 
circumstance, were cheerful, 
quiet and confident. There 
^ were no signs of nerve nor 
of excitement. As the moon 
waned, the boats were 
swung out, the Australians 
received their last 
instructions and men who six 
months ago had been living 
peaceful civilian lives had 
begun to disembark on a 
strange and unknown shore 
in a strange land to attack an 
enemy of a different race.” 
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While the Allies lost 
44,150 men, it’s 
estimated the Ottoman 
Empire sacrificed 86,692 
soldiers defending the 
peninsula. 



As The Bulletin reported 
on May 6, 1915, ex- PM 
Joseph Cookdidn’t think WWI 
was a big deal because he’d 
just told Parliafrinent“thewar 
has not done us so much 
damage as the drought”. 


5482 Australians 
would be killed 
in action in Gallipoli. 
Another 2012 would 
die of their wounds. A 
further 665 perished from 
disease. A total of 8159 
Aussies never came back. 
It’s estimated 664 officers 
and 17,260 enlisted men 
were wounded. And 2779 
soldiers from New 
Zealand died at Gallipoli, 
with 5212 wounded. 


And it wasn’t just 
Aussies and Kiwis who 
gave their lives. There were 
21,255 British and Irish troops 
that died, as did 10,000 
French soldiers. India lost 
1358 men at Gallipoli while 
there were also deaths of 
German, Canadian and 
Senegalese troops.

has little in common with 
the hard-tack biscuit eaten 


by troops at Gaiiipoli and 
known to some as “Anzac 
tiies”. in order to make them 
paiatabie, Diggers wouid 
grate them into water to 
make porridge or bake 
them with jam and water. 


Thediary of Sergeant 
L^L-/ Apcar De Vineof the 
4th Battalion gives an insight 
into the other rations Diggers 
tookashore at Gallipoli. He 
wrote of packing: “Two tins of 
Bully beef, tea, sugar, biscuits, 
2 cubes of Bovril... an extra 
ration of water... in an ennpty 
lemonade bottle.” 


Unfortunateiy, 
as much asweaii 
iove the story of Anzac 
hero John Simpson 
Kirkpatrick and his 
donkey, a 2013 
federai government 
investigation 
conciuded his actions 
have been iargeiy 
invented by shonky 
journaiistsand 
poiiticians, and that his 
bravery was no greater 
than hundreds of other 
stretcher bearers 
working at Gaiiipoii. 



The 2013 book Gallipoli Dog 
by Deb Benson tells the story 


of her great-grandfather 
Joseph Lievesley Beeston, 
who served in the Dardanelles 
with his dog Paddy at his side, 
having smuggled the mutt to 
the front in his haversack. The 
pooch became a mascot that 
boosted troop morale. 





Aibert Jacka 
became the first 
Aussie soldier from the 
AIF to win the Victoria 
Cross for his heroic 
actions on May 19, 1915, 
at Gaiiipoii, in which he 
stormed a Turkish trench, 
shot five enemy dead and 
bayoneted two more. 
“Weii, I managed to get 
the beggars, sir!” he toid 
his commander. 


*^0 enduring myth is 
lJx that British generals 
were responsible for the 
failure of the Gallipoli 
campaign. Professor Peter 
Stanley of University of NSW 
says that it was actually 
nervous Australian brigadiers 
who dug in initially rather 
than advancing against a 
lightly defended hill called 
Maltepe that led to the 
eight-month quagmire. 


Ar\ Another myth is that 
Tw the Brits sat on their 
arses whiie the Aussies did 
the fighting and dying. Of 
the 489,000-strong Aiiied 
forces, British and irish 
troops saw 21,000 of their 
own kiiied, 52,000 wounded.

Enemy gunfire 
wasn't the only 
hazard during the landing 
at Anzac Cove, with many 
men drowning after landing 
in deep water weighed down 
with full packs.

A r Gallipoli history was 
TL/ laterskewedtobe 
anti-British. However, Anzacs 
were underthe fighting 
command of English 
lieutenant-general Harold 
Bridgwood Walker during the 
landing. Bean records him as 
an excellent leader who was 
beloved by Anzacs. 




Aged Just 26 at 
* Gallipoli, Bernard 
Freyberg would become 
the youngest general in the 
British army before the end 
of WWI. He was also the 
ballsiest, swimming ashore 
naked in ice-cold seas on 
April 25 to light flares in the 
Gulf of Saros and distract the 
Turks from the real landing. 
Despite coming under heavy 
fire, he survived and swam 
back to his boat. Freyberg 
then survived Gallipoli, the 
Western Front and WWI I, 
earning the VC and three 
DSOs before becoming the 
seventh governor-general 
of New Zealand. 


A ^ Mustafa 
^t/ Kemal 
-later to become 
Turkeys first 
president, 
Ataturk-rose 


to prominence 
after his brilliant

personally led the Turkish 
charge to secure the high 
ground near Chunuk Bair, 
rather than race to confront 
the Anzacs at Anzac Cove. In 
Patrick Lindsay's book The 
Spirit of the Digger^ he says it 
was a decision that changed 
history, preventing the Allies 
from taking Constantinople, 
relieving the Western Front 
and bolstering Russia enough 
that it wouldn't fall to 
revolution.

TTx hade)?perienceofwar, 
the Turks were battle-hardened 
by their experience in the Balkan 
Wars and their morale was 
bolstered because they were 
defending their homeland. 
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C^The 
k,Jv/ Turks 
called Lone Pine 
“Kanlisirt”, 
which means 
“Bloody Ridge”. 


When the Anzacs 
L-/ / rushed towards the 
Turkish lines, they wore 
white arnnbands and white 
patches on their backs so 
they could identify each 
other in the moonlight. 


CC By that stage, the 
L-/L-/ newspapers were filled 
with personal accounts of 
action at Gallipoli — along with 
the obituaries of boys who’d 
never come home. 


It was initially thought 
L-/ JL the Turks were mutilating 
bodies until the Allies came 
to understand their mates’ 
corpses in no-man’s-land 
had been ripped to shreds 
by repeated shrapnel bursts. 


rO After four days, the 
JO Turks withdrew by 
39 metres. This “gain” had 
come at the cost of 2000 
Anzacs and some 6930 
Turkish soidiers. 


QQ Soldiers cleaning up 
Jx the bodies had to wear 
gas masks due to the stench. 


From 7am to 4.30pm 
on May 24, a truce went 
into effect so both sides couid 
bury their dead. British officer 
Captain Aubrey Herbert 
described the muititudes 
of Turkish dead: “Entire 
companies annihilated — 
not wounded, but killed, their 
heads doubled under them 
with the impetus of their rush 
and both hands clasping their 
bayonets. It was if God had 
breathed in their faces...” 


The Gallipoli Trots — 

J J acute dysentery from 
bad food and water — affected 
75 per cent of Allied troops. 


Within weeks 
of the Gallipoli 
landings becoming public 
knowledge, two NSW film 
companies had re-created 
them for movie audiences. 
One was shot with 1000 men 
storming ashore at Obelisk 
Bay in Sydney Harbour and 
released as Within Our 
Gates, or Deeds that Won 
Gaiiipoii. The other was 
staged at Tamarama and 


named The Hero of the 
Dardaneiies. Both were in 
cinemas by July, when the 
campaign was far from over. 
These days scenes from 
these silent movies often 
make their way into 
documentaries, with people 
assuming it’s real footage. In 
fact, the Aussie pics released 
during the war came from 
Bean’s camera, which 
couid only take stills. 


The Anzacs won 11 
Victoria Crosses at 
Gallipoli — seven of those 
were awarded for bravery 
that took place over just 
three days at Lone Pine. 








^ 'A Visitors to the Kabatepe 
UJL museum near Lone Pine 
can see numerous examples 
of bullets that fused together 
after colliding in mid-air, which 
gives an indication of how 
thick the fire was during 
this part of the conflict. 


The 1981 film 
Ga///po/fwas 

inspired by director Peter 
Weir finding an unbroken 
Eno bottle in Shrapnel 
Gully during a visit to 
Gallipoli in 1976. 






Ga///po/rs suicidal 
charge sequences are 
based on what happened at 
the Nek, with the later waves 
sent over the top due to 
confused communications 
about Anzacs being spotted 
alive in Turkish trenches. 


Rupert 
Murdoch 
co-fundedthe film 
— an early foray 
into the movies for 
the mogul who’d 
later own 20th 
Century Fox. 


Keith Murdoch — 
Rupert’s dad — played 
an important role in ending 
the Gallipoli disaster when 
his 8000-word censor- 


dodging letter based on 
his August 1915 visit to the 
Dardanelles reached the 
Australian prime minister 
and British political bigwigs. 


More than any other 
account, Weir's film 
Ga///po// spread the idea that 
British bumblers lived the 
high life while Aussie lives 
were needlessly sacrificed. 


While Weir’s Gallipoli 
was fictional, the idea 
of Archie being a runner was 
inspired by Charles Bean’s 
official history of the war, 
in which he recounted 
Lighthorseman Private Wilfred 
Harper as “last seen running 
forward like a school-boy in a 
foot-race, with all the speed he 
could compass” during the 
attack at the Nek. 


Bean himself walked 
the walk. He had just 
been shot when he observed 
Harper^s last dash. 


Poor old Lieutenant- 
General Sir Frederick 
Stopford became the 
scapegoat for the failure of 
August offensive. But it was 
hardly his fault — he was in 
his early sixties and had 
never been a battlefield 


commanderwhen Kitchener 
put him in charge. 



HMS Hampshire on June 5, 
1916. She struck a mine in 
a Force 9 gale and took him 
to the bottom of the ocean, 
along with 643 of the 655 
souls on board. 


The youngest 
Australian soldier to 
dieatGallipoli was Jim Martin, 
who was 14 years and nine 
months old when he 
succumbed to typhoid 
on October 25, 1915. 


By 

mid- 

November the 
Anzacs and Turks 
had realised the 
futiiity of their 
situation and 
gunfire was traded 
oniysporadicaily. 


Instead, the enemies 
worked out ways of 
trading food and tobacco 
across no-man's-land. 
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^ A When it was decided 
/ A to evacuate Gaiiipoii, 
the most optimistic estimates 
reckoned there'd be 20,000 
casuaities. Then-commander 
General Ian Hamilton warned 
half the force could be lost, 
before he was replaced by 
General Charles Monro. 


The “drip gun” helped 
/ L-/ Anzacs to evacuate in 
December 1915 by deceiving 
theTurks into thinking the 
trenches were still manned. 

It was invented by a 20-year- 
old Digger named William 
Scurry, who later served on 
the Western Front, where 
he was wounded in action. 



The fart best the 
Anzacs advanced 
was to Lone Pine — just 1 km 
from where they landed. 


Thanks to the cricket 
/ O diversion and the drip 
gun, not a single Anzac was 
lost during the evacuation: 


70 But the Turks said they 
/ X weren’t fooled. It was 
simply that they respected 
the Anzacs too much to 
shoot them in their backs. 


Q/i The Brits managed 
OX to get 5.5km inland 
from Cape Helles and 
3.2km from Suvia Bay. 




On December 17, 1915,

or Exactly how the dawn 
OkJ service came to be is 
a mystery. In his 1998 book 
Sacred Places, author Ken 
Inglis reports “the idea of 
commemorating that dawn 
of 1915 came to a group of 
returned men in Sydney” 
who, in 1927, walking home 
in the early hours after Anzac 
Day observances, “happened 


to see an elderly woman 
placing a sheaf of flowers 
on the as yet incomplete 
Cenotaph. The men bowed 
their heads alongside her, and 
their association resolved to 
arrange a dawn service at the 
Cenotaph.” Other accounts 
place the first-ever dawn 
service in Toowoomba in 
1919and in Albany in 1923. 
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Another enduring 
legacy of Australia’s 
commitment to WWI is the 
federal income tax, which 
was first introduced in 
August 1915 to help pay 
for Australia’s war liabilities. 


In 1934, Ataturk, then 
President of Turkey, 
sent a letter to Australians, 
Kiwis and Brits visiting 
Anzac Cove. Its words now 
form a memorial plaque 
there and include: “Those 
heroes that shed their blood, 
and lost their lives... You are 
now lying in the soil of a 
friendly country ... There is 
no difference between the 
Johnnies and the Mehmets 
to us where they lie side by 
side... Having lost their lives 
on this land, they have 
become our sons as well.” 


The last New Zealand 
soldier to pass away 
was Alfred Douglas Dibley, 
stretcher-bearer at Gallipoli. 
He died at Rotorua on 
DecemberlS, 1997, aged 101. 


Lee Kernaghan's new 
album. Spirit of the 
Anzacs, opens with a track 
For King and Country, which 
is based on the letters and 
diaries written by Roy 
Denning, a Yass carpenter 
who was among those to 
land on April 25, 1915. 


A more enduring 
Gallipoli spook story is 
of “The Vanished Battalion” 
— some 250 British men and 
16 officers — who supposedly 
disappeared without a trace 
after entering a strange cloud 
during the attack on Suvia 
on August 12, 1915. Later 
discoveries turned up 100 
bodies, with others almost 
certainly buried in the mud 
of the shell-raked landscape, 
though conspiracy theorists 
still see the hand of God or 
aliens at work.
